Village Board Is Without 

Quorum; Bartlett To 

Make Appointment 

Walter I. Scott, veteran ' member 
of the Antioch village board for six- 
teen years, announced his resigna- 
tion from the board at a special 
meeting held Friday evening. Rea- 
son for the resignation was 'io en- 
able him to accept the job of water 
and sewer commissioner for the 
village. , 

The water and sewer commission 
position will relieve the pressure on 
other village employees, who have 
had to take this work in addition 
to regular duties. The new sewage 
disposal plant, which is in opera- 
tion will require ■ much attention, 
also. 

This act has left the village board 
without a quorum, or at best a 
doubtful one, since the board has 
been reduced by the fact that Win- 
sor Dalgaard resigned upon leaving 
Antioch; and Frank D. Powles is no 
longer living in the village. Powles 
submitted his resignation some 
time ago, but it was not accepted 
by the board because of the short 
time remaining in the current term. 
President Bartlett, however, said 
that in certain legal matters per- 
taining to finance it was un- 
certain whether or not Powles 
would be able to act. 

These facts, together with Scott's 
resignation, leave the board with 
only three members, and four are 
required. President Bartlett said 
today that a special meeting would 
be held in the very near future, at 
which he would submit names of 
his appointments for confirmation 
by the board members. 

Inspect Fire Bam 

An inspection tour of the new 
fire barn was made Friday by the 
board in company with Architect 
Latz, designer of - the building. 
Some minor details^which were not 
entirely satisfactory were discover- 
ed, and a letter to Ed Kidera, the 
builder, will apprise him of them. 
Kidera has expressed willingness 
to make any changes which are not 
installed in conformity with the 
specifications.

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Vote Against Polio 

Friday, January 14, marked the opening of an 
18-day parade in the United States— the 1D4Q March 
of Dimes of the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. In that little more than two-week period 
the American people will write their own ticket 
against infantile paralysis, which in the past six years 
has stricken more than 100,000 American citizens, al- 
most 28,000 during 1048 alone.

More Pay for Less Work Again? 

Early in 1949, John L. Lewis and other offi- 
cials of the United Mine Workers will moot with 
representatives of the operators of the soft coal in- 
dustry to negotiate a new wage and working agree- 
ment. It now appears that a major demand to bo 
made by the union wiU 'bo for a 30-hour work week 
and a six-hour working day. The union, of course, 
wants miners to gain this benefit without accepting 
any cut in their weekly pay. 

It is too early to evaluate the potential effect 
of such a demand as this on the industry. But it is 
worth recording that a spokesman for the National 
Coal association said that it would be "disastrous 
to the coal industry and the country." 

In any event, when the time comes for debat- 
ing the problem the public should have a good factual 
understanding of the minor's position. 

First of all, soft coal miners receive the 
highest wage of any comparable group in the world. 
The average wage is in the neighborhood of $77 
a week. A large percentage earn $100 a week and 
more. 

Second, the miners have won many other 
benefits. Theoretically, they work an eight-hour 
day. This contains 1 and one-half hours of non- 
productive time — made up of travel time and the 
lunch period — for which they are paid. Thus, the 
mines pay for eight hours of work but receive only six 
and one-half. And the arduousness of coal mining 
has been much reduced by mechanization. 

The question that should be uppermost in the 
minds of union chiefs now is just how far the miners 
or any other workers can go in demanding more pay 
for less effort, thereby driving up the cost of living 
another notch. Labor, after all, could conceivably 
price itself into widespread unemployment.

It's All a Plot 

As we sit and contemplate the sunny January 
day outside our door, (not yet has the mercury 
touched zero this winter) our eye is caught by a 
headline across the room from one of the big dailies 
that come to our office with more or less monotonous 
regularity. The headline notes another fall of snow 
in California . . . that great vacation land, California. 

Those people out there will do anything to 
attract attention. They are now out to disprove the 
saying, "You can't have everything;" California will 
have everything or else the State's associations of 
commerce will Jtnow why. 

We see it all as a plot to gain publicity.

Income Splitting for Income Tax 
purposes 

It is to be remembered that the 
Revenue Act of 1948, altho it is 
usually referred to as a commmiity 
property law, it is in no sense a 
community property law, Property 
rights, laws of descent and owner- 
ship of income are in no way af- 
fected by its passage. 

The new law gives the benefits of 
splitting income to married couples 
of all states. Heretofore these bene- 
fits have been for married couples 
in community .property states only. 
This is accomplished by giving hus- 
bands and wives in all states the 
right to file joint returns on which 
their combined net income and 
their combined, exemptions are di- 
vided by two; the tax is then com- 
puted on half the income and such 
is multiplied by two. 

This income splitting results in 
the same tax in a common-law state 
as is payable on the same amount 
of family income by residents of a 
community property state. 

In order to split the income it is 
necessary for a couple to file a joint 
return (it cannot be done on se- 
parate returns). The gross income
